(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Suzuki et al. 

The claimed "elongate projection module having a light source 5 ' is met by projection 
system 21 having light source CI, see figure 9. The claimed "first objective lens" is met by 
projection lens LI . The claimed "first photographic grid" is met by grating Gl . The claimed 
"elongate imaging module" is met by photographing system 20. The claimed "second objective 
lens" is met by focusing lens L. The claimed "second photograph grid" is met by grating G. 
And the claimed "imaging means" is met by camera C. 

Regarding claim 2, Suzuki et al. teaches the camera can be a digital camera, see column 
5, lines 9-24. 

Regarding claims 3-8, the structural relationships of these claims is met by the structure 
of Suzuki et al. 



Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Halioua. 

The claimed "elongate projection module having a light source" is met by the projection 
system shown on the left side of figure 3. The claimed "first objective lens" is met by lens LI . 
The claimed "first photographic grid" is met by grating Gl. The claimed "elongate imaging

module" is met by the imaging system in the center of figure 3. The claimed "second objective 
lens" is met by lens L0. The claimed "second photograph grid" is met by grating GO. And the 
claimed "imaging means" is met by camera 40. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Kobayashi 



The claimed "elongate projection module having a light source" is met by projection 
optical system 26 having light source 32, see figure 3. The claimed "first objective lens" is met 
by projection lens 42. The claimed "first photographic grid" is met by projection grating 40. 
The claimed "elongate imaging module" is met by observation optical system 28. The claimed 
"second objective lens" is met by taking lens 44. The claimed "second photograph grid" is met 
by observation reference grating 46. And the claimed "imaging means" is met by CCD camera
